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chant was dragzed vp and down the hieid, the Arch-prreſt conid not inforce 
his Horſe xo come up unto the Merchant, but fled out to and fro, whereby he 
could not make a prey upon the Merchant, as he intended to do But ſee, 
at the laſt, the Merchant's Horſe feil down, by which means the Merchans 
got his leg from forth che ſtirrop, and at laſt, got vpon his feet like a valiane 
and hardy Charapior. : the Priz{t perceiving che Merchant had recovered 
his legs, came rnrning with ſtrong violence uport him, and thereby lene 
him five or fix blows upon his ſhoulders, that the poor Merchant was even 
aſtoniſhed.

Why then {quoth the Merchant) ler us ſet forwards to the Empe« 
ror, andthere will 1 {et you free from all thoſe accuſations which heretofore 
I have exhibited againſt you. 1t 1s weil, ſaid the Arch - prieſt, wher, fore 
riſe up then, and let us go together. The /Mercvant had ro ſooner got on 
his feet, but ne began afreſh to open ail the treaſon of the A-ch-pricſt, even 
to histeeth; and again he took courage, and now would requite him in the 
ſame ſawce he had ſerved him before, and ſiddenly he claſping the Arch. 
prieſt in his arms, he threw him down, and having him at advantage, he 
ſaid thus, A: ch-prief, ſeeing you have taught ie to play my part, and 
therefore think no more upon confeſſions ; for you ſhall confeſs to me or 
none. . The Arch-prieſt ſeeing himiclt beaten at his own. weapons, began

Then the Empe- 
ror demanved of him the truth, which the 4rch-prieft confeſſed, declaring the 
whote plot of his vilianies, and how by his means th? Empreſs had been 
wrongfully bagiſhed. When the ſtarders by heard all the whole marter, 
a multicude of tears were ſhed ; bur eſpecially the Emperor, for his lamen» 
tations were ſo violent, that all that were about him wept with great bit» 
terneſs. 'Now, if the Zerperor were ſo ſorrowfol, what may you think 
of King Pepin, her Brothey ! Alas! it was not without great cauſe, when 
they ſaw and knew, that by too much truſt given to a rreacherons Prieft, they, 
had loſt the yertuous Lady Bel':ſant. Between theſe two great Princes 
there was great joy, 2nd great ſorrow joy to King Pepin, that his Siſter 
was found lanocect ard blaineleſs; ſorrow to the Emperor, that he ſhould 
bz the only means Cy falſe ſuggeſtions) of his Wifes baniſhmenr. Ar lalt, 
lamentations were laid apart : when they had heard all the confeſſion of the 
Arctepricſt's trealons, the Emprror conſulted with his Counſe], that the 
Traytcr ſhoald be puc into a cauidron of hot buroing oyl, quick, and ſo h+ 
niſh is miſzrabls days, as he had traiteroull; ſought the life of that in- 
nocent Lady. Execution was {uddenly to be done ; and it being done, 
the aſlemHbly of People, of ali ferts was difmif.d, Afterwards King Pe- 
pin withdrew himlelf towards his Lodging; but the Emperor forrowful. 
for what had hapned, came before Xig- Pepir, 10d bumbling himlelf, 'he- 
gun thus to ſay - Alas ! dear Brorber, 1 am ell forrowful for my erfory 
in that { have fo raſhly committed ſuch a deteſtable crime againſt my Lady, 
your Siſter, and theſe gre2t- Nobles your Attendants j Ler ic ſaffic?, that 
I behold my own folly z What ſhall 1 fay ? 1can bur crave pardon formy 
fault, and give my ſeif into your hand ; and do to me whatſoever pleaſerh 
you. And for a further ſatisfaftion, I render up into your hands, riy 
Empire, with all the Regality thereunto appertaining, for I am altogether 
unworthy to Rule an Empire, that am not Maſter of my own affcaions. 
Take it, I fay, for I will be no longer ſerved ; | but during the reſt of my 
life, become a Servant unto thee, or any; for no better have 1 deſerved. 
King Pepin. perceiving the Emperor fo paſſionate,” and fo humble minded, 
kindly took him from thegronund; and before alt his Lords, freely forgave 
him all rtreſpaſſes. So that before they parted, there was a gereral. Peace 
concluded ; and a ſpeedy courſe taken to ſend into all parts of the Worle; to 
ſeek the diſtreſſed Lady Bel{iſant. Thus all things fettled in order, King 
Pepin prepared to takt his leave of the Emperor. King Pepin having ta- 
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ken his l:ave of Conſtantinople (as you have heard, ; aiter a long journey 
arrived in France, and foto Orlrance, ro refreſh hizlong and tyred ſpirits, 
toſſed to and fro in melancholly and heavy cogitations for the woti! miſe

rained the place he ſo much deſired, by reaion that, it was one of the goodlieſk 
Forreits in the Reaim. Being c: ne hither, he cauſed great banquets to be 
made for his welcome 5 witich was accordingly periocmed, - In the midſt 
of theſe feaſtings and revelings, tne *Squire that 121 the Charge of the Or- 
phan Yalantin:, took and preſented Lim before the King, ſaying, Dread 
Sovereign, Lo, here | prei?r* before you, tae noor Orphan, that your 
Miajeſty found in thc err i of Orlernce, and the faine Child which you 
commanded me io fer DHoaght up, not at my own cxpence, Dread yoys- 


teizn, but at your vw A- Litye, the reaſon why t make tender-of him 
unto you ar ihis time 3s, biifanie he is prowing to Min's Eſtate; and ſo 
may i: pleaſe »-- jaity, It 181m: to diſpoſe of him, as you pleaſe. The 
King having lar te wor ts he Squire, called this Orphan ( named 


Palentine ) unto hin, and 19 him by cas and, and moved divers queſtie 
ons unto him, all wich he viwered whh much madeity, and great: Vi 
dom ; and being raviſhed therewith, comman«/ed that all his cuphoard of 
Plare ſhould bs given unto im : Moreover ( (aid the King) 1 command, 
that this Orphan, Fal-nrine, be dearly preſerved and kept, for that you 
ſhall perceive I reſpeCt hin above common loyvez |! will alfo, that this [n- 
fans ſhall be nouriſhed, and kept with my Daughter Eglantzine, ſhe is both 
fair, wiſe, and well endowed with all the richeſt gifrs of Nature, The 
King having given this command, it was accordingly accompliſh'd, inſo- 
mech, that they were both under government of one and the ſame Norſe, 
and had one and the ſame Attendants: yea, every way they joyed one in 
the company of the other, in ſuch wiſe, that if the one was but a little ah- 
{ei;t from the other, there iwas a kind of lamentation, till they came toge- 
ther again - bur eſpecially the: Kings Daughter z who ſ> pondered on the 
prudent carriages of the Orphan,” that ſhe became in love with him; irnſo- 
much, that his abſence brought her into a thouſrnd fears, and drove her me- 
lancholly and diſturbed thoughts, imo a thouſand doubrs and jealouſies. 
Now Yalentine was ever praCtifing, himſelf in feats of arms; as Horſe, 
Armor, Juſts, and Turnaments, ſti!] expoſing himſelf to all dangers what- 
ſoeyer.- The Ring wiſely beholding the Inclination of this Youth, allar- 
ted-unto him what his heart deſired, and farniſhed him wich armor, horſe, 
lands, revenues; and made him Lord of rich poſſeffions. © Being thus fur- 
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niſhed, there-aroſe within the Court, many ſecret mutterings, whereby 
many People fretted fo ſore in envy towards him, that they uttered forth 
many reproachtul words againſt him, ſaying, -That when he was at the 
beſt bug. a found, ſtray, poor, baſe Child, withous any known Parents'or 
Friends; of no gentle, nor Noble ſtock, and ſuch like. Which when Fa- 
lentine heard, he could take no other revenge, but ſet him 6own arid weep: 
whoſe tears fair. Eglantine perceiving, would, in 2 render Woman-like af- 
fetion, accompany him, even pouring forth her tezrs alſo for company. At 
length, when he {aw tezrs little prevailed, he began to forſake them and 
taking heart, bore himſelf like a Man, amongſt the greateſt in the Court, 
carrying himſelf in ſich humble and gentle frame, that he gained the love 
of all forts and degrees, as weil Nobles as I[nferiours. Yalentine thus 
growing up In love of the Goutt, and all this while his Brother” O-/6- 
r11s inthe Forreſt, all. rough, and covered with hair, like a Bear, Jeading: 
the life of a beaſt ; where we leave him for a while, and return unto the af 
fairs of King Pepin :; It fo chanced, that there came into O-lcarce, dis 
vers Ambaſſadors from the Pope, dcmunding : aid againſt the Sarazens, 
Enemies of the Holy Faith, who had lately taken the City of ' Rome by viow 
lence +. King Pep-n underſtanding hereof, by divers letters received; ds 
dreſſed himicl, and his Powers, tonake his reſiſtance againſt this comthow?

which was long and crookedy and 1n rough and ravenous manner, caft him 


on the ground. The King thus ſuddenly furprized by a Savage, never lookt'F 


for life. b'1t in a pittious manner, cryed out for help, who was ſeconded by 
a. valiant Knight at arms, who eſpying the King to be almoſt ſtrangled,, 
inddenly drew his Sword to have run the Wild-man through. Orſon per- 


ceiving the glittering Sword, left the King and ran furiouſly upon the

eſpyeda cauldron of Water ſtarding by, into which he put his head like a 
horſe, and drank water unmeaſurably.

Having thus ſet them at liberty, about the dawning of the day he came to 
the Souldan's Tent, crying out {o loud unto him 3: that he awaken'd him ;

+ awaken me,” for 1 was even now in a moſt fearful Dream; and thus it 
*-was, Methought a Crow did bear me ſwiftly thro* the Air, & as ſhe was 
© flying away with me, another great Bicd met me, and ſtruck at me with 
© his Bill fo hard, that the blood forthwith iſſ1ed out in abundance; now 
+ this Dream maketh me much to far that Fer: 4:4; hath ſome Intelligence 
* of my deſires, and means to Revenge himſ-lf upon me. Away Sir ( qd. 
þ -Pacolet). with this childiſh fear, will you therefore negleCt the Love of the 
Beautious Lady ? By Afabonet {quoth the Souldan) thou ſayeſt truth, & 
calling bis Chambcrlain to: make him ready, gave him this Charge « Sir- 
{| -rah; be ſecrets if my Uncle:£r3an ask forme, tell him 1 am gone a little 
way todifport with.Pacolet, then Pacolet took the'Souldan behind him upon 
-bis\Wooden Horſe; and turning the pin,' the Horſe roſe up into the Atr fo 
fwiftly, thatin/a little time they were come to Conftantinople, even in the 
Emperor's Palace: The. Souldan perceiving Pacolet's Horſe to make a 
ſtay, ſaid thus unto him: Friend, are we at our Journeys end? Yea, 
-and fear nathing, for we are now in Portugal, in the Palace of King Fer- 
 'ragus: By Mahomer (faid the Souldan) the Devil hath born us here very 
quickly, ;- Welt icſaid Pacoler) enter you into the great Hall of this Palace, 
and in the mean ſpace 1 will haſt into the Chamber ofthe Lady, & probe 
| caule 
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cauſe you to be brought unto her Bed. Do to. quoth the Souldan, for-l 
am eve: well near Raviſhed with joy, and ſhall think each minute an heur, 
iii | have my delice 

Now ſitteih the Souldan in the Hall, at:ending the coming back cf Pas 
colet, while he in the mean ſpace, maketh cowards the Chamber wherein 
the Emperorlay ; being come to the door. He gave a great blaw againſt it, 
infomuch that the Chamberlain asked who it was that thus preſumed to di- 
ſturb the Emperor's Reſt? Friend, quoth Pacoler, fear not, for | am Pa- 
colet, newly come from the Souldan's Hoſt, where I have ſer at Liberty 
both Yalentize and the green-knighr, who were condemned to dye, Be- 
lides, ſay unto the Emperor, that [ have brought along with me the Soul- 
dan himſclf to be in Portugal. Wherefore he may now bs Revenpged on 
him at fui), for he hath moſt juſtly deſerved Death;z the Chamberlain told 
the Emperor all theſe tydings, & King Pepin alſo ; fo arming themſelves, 
they came into the Hall where the So:/4an ſat: The Souldan perceiving 
himſelf betrayed, cryed out with a loud Yoice : Thou falſe Pacolery Trays 
tor to my Perſon, | yow to be Revenged upon thee for thy diſloyal praftice 
towards me, and therewi:hal drew out his Sword, and like a Mad Man 
ranup and down the Hall, ſtriking the very ſtones ſo fiercely, that he made 
the fire to fly from thoſe ſenceleſs Walls : As he was in this madding fir, 


the. Attendants entered towards him with Torches. The Souldan efpy- 


ing them, defended himſelf fo fiercely, that he ſlew the 'Squire that at- 
tended vpon King Pepir: This ACt of his fired the Courage of the King, 
that he made a blow at him, and felled him to the Earth. Being fallen, 
chey bound him hand and:foot, and in the morning came Yalentine and the 
green knight, who findirg the Sonldan there in Bands, were very joyful. 

The Emperor and the King ſeeing Yalenine, were /joyfil for his deli- 
verance, giving great thanks to Pacolet for his care over his Son, and with- 
al (aid, P-colet, one ſtrain more of thy Horſe muſt | demand; you ſhall 
Sir (qq Pacoler) and if you will get behind me, 1 will -inftantly Tranſ- 
-port you into Hell. But Lords, let that paſs, and Return unto the Death 
of the Souldan, for if he eſcape:your hands at- this'time. a world of miſe- 
rics will follow : So that very hour they. proceeded to Judgment, & com- 
manded him to be Hanged on the greateſt Tower of the: Palace, even-in ve- 
ry fight of the Pagan Hoſt. | 

This done, the Pagans ſtood as Men confounded and amazed, to ſee him 
there hanging, 'and wondered how he came within the City, but at laſt 
Bryan his Uncle told them how he: had been deceived 'by that Traytor Pace- 
iis. After they had lopg lamented the Death of the Souldan, they gather- 
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ed themielves ro councel, and in his ſtead choſe his Uncle Bryan Souldan, 
After all theſe things done, Pacolet took his leave of the Empeter, and 
returned into 4quj:ain, to comfort the Lady Clerimond, as he promiſed : 
but before his departure, Yalentir.e came unto him and ſaid : Pacoler, at 
'our coming into Aquitain, ſalute from me my Mother Belliſant, and my 
Loving Lady Clerimond, my brother Orſcn, and the good Duke of A4qui- 
tain, with the reſt of his Noblesz and above all the reſt, deliver this to 
my Mother, by which ſhe ſhall underſtand ouy whole proceedings here ; fir, 
ſaid pacoler, all this 7 ſhall willingly perform : ſo taking his horſe, he, 
leapt upon him, and he flew up into the air, as ſwift as ſmoak. 

The next morning pacslet was come to his Journeys end, and finding 
the Duke of Aquitain, the Empreſs Beliſart, Orſon and Clerimond all 
in ſafety, he ſaluted them all, and delivered them Letters, who ſaid : La- 
dy, your ſon Yalentine greeteh you well, ſhewing you, that the Emperor

Pacolet was revenged on Adrimain in the ſhape of a Woman: And bow: 
Ferragus was flain; ana how Orſon, and the Duke went with their. 
Army to Conſtantinople, to ſuiccour the Emperor : and how Orſon led. 


along with him bis Mother : and how all the pagans were ;/lain,. before 
Conſtantin. bow the Emperor received bis ſon, and kis Wife Belliſang.,, 
Acolet being arived in Aquitain, at tie .ſame time, that. K, ;Trompars... 
P came thither to aid Ferragus againſt the Chriſtians, at whoſe Coming 
Ferragus began thns to ſalute him : Famous KING, Ot your Coming Lo 
| glad, 
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glad, h-ping by your «ſliſtance to get back my Siſt-r Cle» 19rd, and to be 
revenged on all thoſe that have detained her. Fery+95 (fail K. Trompart) 
doubt nothing, for 1 have brought with me Adrimain the Enchanter, whoſe 
Skill ſhall confound Pacolet in his own Art. Thinks gentle King, lam 
much bound to you for your love, and if he can but get Pacs/ct intro my hancsy, 
T ſhall reward him liberally, Sir (quoth Adriminy put your truſt tn me, 
ard ſo taking his leave, bercok him to his magick art. Being provided of 
all things, amongſt the relt, he laded himſelf with Viftuals, and took his 
way texvards Aquitain ; coming, thither, he craved entrance of (he gates to 
ſell bl V3Ctuals, which was eaſily granted. After he hd ſold all, he went 
into the Palace, where te charced on Pacolet, whom P:colet knew well. 
Adrimain(queth Pacolet! you are welcome, from whence come you, and 
what is your Errand ? Then ſaid Adrimain, you know that long 1 [erved 
K. Trempart, yet by Fate lam fallen into a great "milcharce, for one in 
his coort having ſmitten me, becauſe I would not teach him the Principles of 
my Art, Idrew Forth my knife and' killed him: Nos f.ariiig death, / 
fled from the Court, and came towards you for ſuccour, and willprove un- 
to you a faithful Servanc, fo be pleaſed to accept of me Advrimijn ſaid 
Pacolet) I am content, let it be ſo, make thee good cheer, and be merry. 
As they were thus in their Cups, Aadrimain law the fair C!--imond pals 
thro* the Hall, who preſently demandcd what lady it was. Tucn faid Pa- 
colet, It is the ſiſter of Ferregusr, who muſt be married to a right vallant 
knight”; ** hilſt they were thus in conference, came Orſo unto them, and 
ſaid, Gentlemen, 7 could gladly wiſh that one of your'art would ſhew 
ſomewhat to delight the aſſembly. : 

At whoſe words, Aerimain drew up a cup aboye a Pillar, in ſuch wiſe, 
that thro* the Palace (ſeemingly to all the Company) ran a riv-r, furni- 


ſhed with all forts of Fiſh, litile and great 2: When the Benolders ſaw the 


water to come np ſo ſtrong]y 2gainſt them, they were afraid of betng drown- 
ed; Pacolet beholding this feat, amongſt the reſt, began a ſong, andin 
that ſong a charm, that it ſeemed to. all the Heholders, that a hart run 
thorow that River, over-turning all taings that ſtood in his wav. Aﬀeer 
' this hart, ran hunters with their hounds. This made many cf the Be- 
holders leap after, thinking to have taken the hart: bur Pacoler, by his 
Art, made the hart ſuddenly to, vaniſh. This ſport (quoth O- ſor) was 
vety well performed ; ard fothe company breaking up,. Pacoler led Adria, 
main'to his ciamber, to. be with him ; bur proved Pehl, for towards mid» 
night Ad+4in ſo Enchanted all Within the Court, and with them Paco- 
let, that he had time ro work all that he deſired. Afterwards he went to- 
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wards the wooden horie, and getting him, came into the chamber of Clers* 
mond, and by art cauſed hat to riſe, ard make her ready, and ſetting her 
on the horſe behind him, came unto a wirdow, turred the pin, and ſudden- 
ly he arrived in the Tert of XK. Tremparr, Being come thither, he cryed 
out aJond, ſaying : Great Kirg, fleepnut, but haſten you hither, and you 
ſhz11 ſec the pleatant Lady Clerimond, whom 7 have ſtolen from Agquitain, 
and with her Pacolert's horſe, Now (faid the King) 1 well perceive thy 
Jove; is this the Siſter of Frrragnus? Yea. faid Adrimai, and I have 
ſtolen her away, and alſo betrayed pacoelet m.y fellow Magician, for he ſhal 
never be maſter of his horſe apain : Ay, bur {ſaid the King) art thou ac. 
quainted with the manner of his horſe ? O Jong fince worthy Kirg, and b 
vertue of the pin, how to govern him. Havi:rg thus made this known tY 
K. Urowpart, he thought to make experience ct the horſe himſeif, z:nd ta? 
king Cl:rimond behind him, would Tranſport her into his own country*® 
and there marry her. > 
He being thus determined, he embraced the l.ady in his arms {for all this 
while ſhe was not awaked out of her enchanted ſleep, and ſet her on the 
horſe of wood : All this Adrimain was eye-witneſs of, and ſaid thus to him, 
My Lord, if you fail one jot of the true ule of the horſe, both your ſelf, and 
the Lady are in very gteat danger :'Fear not that (quoth Tromparr) and fo 
turning the pin, he mounted ſwiftly into the air, and before the next mor= 
ning hewas :wo hundred miles on his way, but not at his Journeys end, 
for now awaked the Fair Lady Clerimond out of her erchznted ſleep, who 
ſeeing her ſelf ſo deluded, fell ſaddenly into a {wound ; this chance ſtruck 
to the heartof X, Trompart, for he wasafraid, leaſt ſhe had been dead, &

Within this place there wasa Shepherd, of whom XK.” Trompare requt- 
red ſomething to ear, which he gave to the Lady, who dideat thereof, & was 
refreſhed ; and at laſt being come again to her ſpeech, ſhe weeping uttered 
theſe words : Unhappy 1 above all creatures, for I have loſt my joy by 
curſed Treaſon. Alas Yalentive my love, curſed be he ihat hath fſepara- 
ted us Trompart hearing her fo clamourous, reproved her ſoundly, fay- 
ing : Lady; leave off theſe fooliſh words of 'the chriſtian boy, or clfe 1 
ſhall ſeperated rhy head from thy body ? is It not better for thee to b*\ ny 
wife, th:t am ſole lord of this Jurisdiftion, thzn to have a beggarly ſtarts 
up, that hath neither land nor living? and wi:h theſe words he would 
Q 2 have 
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have _ her, but the Lady diſdaining him, hit bim with her iſt upon the 
montn. 

This ſtrange and unlookt for diſdainfulneſs, pat K. Trompart in ſuch 
en anger, that he in a furious rage caught her vp, and ſet her vpon the horſe 
again : and turning the pin the contrary way, preſently, inſtead of carry- 
ing her into his own ccuntry, he lighted in />die, in the midſt ofa market- 
place, keptthere thar day : the people ſeeing ſuch aſtrange ſight, marvelled 
much thereat: The Lady Clerimond, by this time, knew the horſe to be 
Pacolets, and ſaid: Now 2m I fallly betrayed, and Pacolcs robbed of 
his horſe 3 but my Gear Yalentine, ke it is moſt ſticketh at my heart z for 
now fhall I never ſee thee more. Trompare (thought for all this, that he 
had been in his own country ) {til] beating down hcr piteous laments with 
bitter words: Fut this {eil out ill for K ; Trompart, for the Rig of Judie 
knew him well: K. Trompare beirg come before the K. of Indic, he bid 
him welcome, for you are he that put my {rother to death z wherefore 1 
will be revenged on thee ; and fo cauſed his head to be ſmitten off : After 
the Lady was ied into the King's Palace, where he ſat in his own perſon, 
and he thus ſaid: Lady, 1 know nowof whence you are, by the bright 
ſplendor of your face. it hath enthralled my heart ; wherefore, if you pleaſe 
to be my wife, ] will make you Queen of all this ſpacious continent. Sir 
(quoth ſhe) you ſpeak graciouſly ; but to take any man to husband, 1 have 
made a ſol:mn vow to re{rain the ſpace of one whole year, wheretore. if it 
pleaſe you Jet my vow be accompliſhed, ard that time being run ont, then 
will 1 willingly confent thereto: Well, ſaid the King, thy anſwer is 
reaſonable, let it be as thou haſt ſaid, perform thy vow, and remain with- 
in my palace; and he commanded that her atteadants ſhould be as great 
as if ſhe-had been his Queen, allowing her a chamber of ſtate ; into which 
chamber ſhe cauſed to be brovght the wooden horſe that carried her thither ; 
and being there, ſhe placed it inthe ſecreteſt place ſhe could deviſe, and ſtill 
deſired ſhe might be freed out of that danger. Now we leave her a while, & 
return to pacelet, and look back alfo to Aquitain, and ſee the mourning 
that is made for the Lady Clerimond. 

The night after Adrimain had betrayed pacolet, great lamentations 
were made for the Fair Clerjmond, throughout the city of Aquitain. More» 
over, when pacolet found Adrimainabſent, he donbted more, and looking 
round about the chamber wherein the horſe ſtood, he ſuddenly miſſed ix : all 
this ſo Falling out, pacolet fell into a moſt grievous paſſion, inſorauch, as 
had not Or/on, at that inſtant come in, he would have killed himſelf. 

Pacolet being thus Reſcued by Orſon, and beholding the general oy 
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for the beauteous La1y Clerimond, he began thus to com(ort them z Lords, - 
I will not give over till I am revenged on that Traytor Aimain, by 
h 1 whom we areall thns wronged. Herewithal he departed, and apparclled 
le himſelf like a Gallant Maid, and took his way to the H« it of Ferragus, Fer

After this great ſlaughter was ended, the Duke returned again into A- 
quitain, and there commanded to have the Cyant Ferr agus brought vcore 
him, who was by this time awaked out of his enchanted ſlcep, unto whom 
the Duke thus ſ.id: Ferragus, if thou wilt here forſike thy Atabomer, 
and reccive Baptiſin, then thou ſhalt live, which if thou refuſe to do, thou 
ſhale ſurely dye. Know, ſaid Firragus, 1 had rather ſuffcr a thouſend 
ceaths : So he was {uddenly beheaded. After his death, Or/or took leave 
of che Duke, a: d went towerds Cerſiantivople, to aid his Father the Gre» 
ci-r; Emperor, and his Uncle King Fepin of France, againſt the unbelie- 
ving Sarazens, that had ſtrongly beſieged the City , bu a little before his 
departure, the Duke (aid thus untohim: Worthy K. ſith you are reſl- 
ved to Gepart, | will go along with you, and bezr you company z Orſon 
was very joyful to ncar himfſay fo, «nd gave him thanks ; ſo taking ſome 
{rall time to fer things in a Readineſs, he committed the keeping of the 
City to a worthy and valiant Knight, who brought them on towards their 
journcy. But by the way, the Empreſs Beliſant much lamented the hard 
uſage of her Lord : tut Orſer pittying her, ſaid : Mother leave off your 
gears, atd. only joy in that you have been falfly accuſed, which now will 
much encreaſe your honour : But I fear moſt our entrance into the City, 
which, as { hear, is much troubled with Sarazers, Nay, ſaid Pacolet, 
fear not that, for 1 will work a device tocnter, and my ſelf will go before, 
and tell them ſo; Do fo, ſaid Orſon, and tell Yalentine the hard Fortunes 
of Clerimord, Nay, quoth Pacclet, not 7, 1 will be no bearer of ſuch 
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ſad tygings. Now K. Pepin and the Emperor being ſtrongly beſieged,

Sy this 
time came the king, & delivered unto him the letters, & «/entine taking bis 
leave of him, knew nat that his love was in the Court, who abode many e- 
vil days for the love of him, & ſtill defirzd to hear ſome nev.s of him. In the 
end he ſhall find her, but he muſt ſuffer many tribulations, & hard Atchiev= 
ments. Yalentine made great haſt to be freed out of /ndie, and taking 
horſe, he came to the Heyen where the Marriners ſtaid ; at his coming they 
were amazed, & thought that he had not done his meſſage : Malters (quork 
Valentine) fear nothing, for | have accompliſhed my meſſage, & | am ſafely 
returned. Then the Marriners ſaid, we much marvel thereat. At theſe

away with her, wherefore quickly ſend your men of war & follow him, that 
they may ſave the honour of the Queen.

ſtand you ſtill upon your Guard,and in the nigh: put all your Men in readi- 
neſs, and for tha Yalentine ſhall not be ſuſpeRed to be in-the Plot, he ſhall 
continue in his Tent, whilſt / caſt a ſtrong ſleep on the Sarazens, and then 
may yon come upon them, and ſlay every Man. It is good, {aid Crfor; fo 
Orſon led him to K. Pepin, to make him acquainted with the Enterprize, & 
Pacolet was Royally En:ertained for that time: Now Pacelec, to the end 
there ſhould grow no miſtruſt, gave certain ſigns to Mrrgalane. Being in the 
City, he found out the Admiral Zxrzas, and Salutcd him with great Reves 
rence, and delivered nnto him the Meſſhge which he brought from urs 
galant, which was, that of Brardaifſer*s part were now arrived 100000, 
and Murgalant ſends you word by me,that to morrow betimes you have your 
Men in a readineſs, to allail the Chriſtians on the one ſide of the City, and

HE City beirg takea by the Chriſtians, Valentine found the body of 
Murgalent in the Field, cauſed it to be put up, and covered with black 
After certain days ail, they arrived where !«car and br ardiffer were, and in 
mourning brought it before the two Kings; as thy fat playing at cheſs : 
As foon as King /«car ſaw Valentine, he ſaid : Kt. welcome home, how 
farethand ſpeedeth our Forces, have yeu put all the Chriſtians to the worſt, 
and taken RK. pepin, and his Nephew Orſon? Alas (ſaid Valentine) it is fallen 
out contrary ;z for we have loſt the Ficld, and all our men are ſlain: For 
K.F arin, who lizd the whole charge of the Watch, let his men ſleep, & fo 
the Chriſtians came, and made great havock of our Army : As ſoonas I got 
Tydinrgs hereof, I awaked my men, hoping to ſave them, but it was too 
. late. inthis battel was ſlain your Uncle A{urgalant, whoſe body 1 have 
here brought : This ſpectacle fretted brandiffer at the heart, that In mad- 
neſs he threw away the cheſs-board, and ſaid, ſurely Ylentine thou wert the 
cauſe of this. Qd. Yalentine, 1 return him the lie that fays ſo, and 1 will 
maintain my innoceney with my Sword, Nay (ſaid K: Lucar) if he had plot- 
ted any Treaſon, he would never have come again ; then brandiffer com- 
manded the body tobe Royally enterred. This News gladded the /ndian, & 
hereupon gathering up all his Forces, he iſſned forth of the City : The bat- 
tel b:ing begun, Yalentine threw himſelf into the thickeſt, ſo that none 
durſt tand*before him. Arc laſt, meeting the /ndian King, he ſmote him 
off his horſe : pacoler ſeeing him down, Yalentine-ard he led him to the tent 
of K, brandiffer : when tydings eame that the /rdjan King was taken, he .
